Six civilians."

Otis gives the dates of the sailing 
of the transports now at Manila and 
which will bring all the state volun- 
teers in the Philippines to this coun- 
try.

ir>. City of Sydney sailed August 18, 
Siam sailed (with horses) August 19. 
City of Puebla sailed August 20, and 
the St. Paul, which sailed from Seat- 
tle on August 19 with members of 
the Fourth cavalry and horses. On 
the way from Manila are the Sheri- 
dan, 
now out twenty-ons days, and 


the Zcalandia and Valencia. In Ma- 
nila Bay nre the Pennsylvania. Wye- 
field, City of Para, Connemaugh, 
Tartar, Ohio, Newport and Indiana. 
The Pennsylvania has been to Cebu. 
Iloilo and other placesftn the Philip- 
pines and only got back to Manila on 
the 24th inst., and the Star is to sail 
on September 5, via Hong Kong. 


OIL MEN STILL WASTING GAS. 


Hartford City, Ind., Aug. 
31.— 


State Natural Gas Supervisor J. C. 
Leach, of Kokomo, has been here the 
past two days rounding up the oil 
operators who are violating the anti- 
gas waste laws. In this county is 
the dividing line between the gas 
field and the oil territory. In their 
eagerness to extend the oil field the 
operators are constantly encroaching 
on the gas field. The well usually 
shows a large volume of gas and a 
small flow of oil. As the gas pres- 
sure decreases the flow of oil 
in- 


creases and with oil at 90 cents a 
barrel the operator is willing to take 
a chance at the law and let the gas 
go to waste.

med moustache. He has queer eyes. 
He spoke in a loud, clear voice. 


Dreyfus, replying to the witness, 


began by calmly declaring that Cap- 
tain 
Lebrun-Renault's 
statement 


that a certain Captain Dattel was 
present during his conversation with 
Captain 
Lebrun-Renault was inac- 


curate. 


The witness, however, maintained 


that Captain Dattel 
was 
present, 


added that Captain Dattel was pres- 
ent and could have overheard the 
conversation. 
HAD NOT TALKED TO CHIEFS. 


M. Labori here pointed out that 


Captain Dattel had not spoken to his 
chiefs on this subject, and General 
Mercier, who, like all the military 
witneses, followed the proceedings 
today with the keenest attention, 
rose and admitted that this was cor- 
rect. 


Colonel Jouaust told Dreyfus that 


he had not explained why he men- 
tioned the term of three years, to 
which Dreyfus replied: 


"I did not give three years as the 


term. 
I only said I hoped that in 


the course of two or thiee years my 
innocence would be lecognized. And, 
I wish to -state, my colonel, that, as 
my letters to Geneial Gonse show, 
my words did not liave the sense evil 
minds have sought to give them." 


M. Labori iequ°sted to have Gen- 


eial Gonse called to the bar and asked 
him if he had not used the alleged 
confession of Dieyfus in opposing 
Colonel Picquart's atgument in favoi 
of a revision. 


PICQUART'S LETTERS. 


General Gonse replied that he had 


not, whereupon M. Labori asked that 
the letters exchanged between Gen- 
eral Gonse and 
Colonel Picquart 


should be read.

DU PATY'S THEATRICS. 


The witness then recounted Colonel 


Du Paty dc Clam's theatrical devices 
to surprise Dreyfus, to which Forzi- 
netti declined to be a party, and the 
major also said that on one occasion 
when Dreyfus was in a crisis of des- 
pair, he, the witness, remained with 
the prisoner, consoling him, until 3 
o'clock in the morning. 


Colonel Jouaust asked Major For- 


zinetti if Dreyfus ever had ideas of 
suicide, and the witness replied that 
Dreyfus had asked him for a weapon, 
and that also, after his condemna- 
tion was read to him, he was with 
difficulty prevented from dashing his 
head against the wall. 


After the last visit of Du Paty de 


Clam to Dieyfus. continued Major 
Forzinetti. the prisoner wrote to the 
minister of war a letter which con- 
cluded with tlie words: 


"When I am gone, let them seek 


the culprit." 


A DRAMATIC SCENE.

The first fatal accident in the con- 


struction of the new court house oc- 
curred this morning, when Louis J. 
LeGraw fell from the scaffold in the 
attic of the building to the third 
floor, receiving Injuries from which 
he died at St. Joseph's hospital about 
half an hour later. 


The terrible affair occurred about 


9:30 o'clock and in a moment there 
was intense excitement among the 
throng of workmen in the building. 
LeGraw was employed as a laborer 
by the Empire Fire Proofing com- 
pany, which has the contract for the 
fire-proofing in the building. 
The 


men were at work in the attic or thi 
fourth floor of the building, and IJe- 
Graw was engaged in hauling mor- 
tar to the tile operatives. 
About 


fifteen feet above the third floor and 
near the center of the building a 
scaffolding or run-way of planks had 
been constructed, and along this the 
material is wheeled to the workmen 
after being brought up in the ele- 
vator. 


LeGraw had emptied his wheelbar- 


row and was returning along the 
scaffold, when he in some manner 
made a misstep or lost his balanoa 
and plunged over the side to the floor 
below. 
With him fell the 
heavy 


wheelbarrow and it struck the pros- 
trate man, inflicting injuries perhaps 
more severe than those from the fall 
itself. 
Only a series of low moans 


escaped the injured man as his ter- 
rified fellow workmen rushed to his 
assistance. A stretcher was hastily 
improvised and he was taken down 
the elevator to the ground floor and 
carried outside the building. It wan 
evident that he was fearfully 
in- 


juried and a hurried call was sent foe 
the ambulance and physicians, wnile 
those around him sought to offer such, 
temporary help as was possible. 


The fall had rendered him uncon- 


scious and blood was flowing from 
wounds in the head. The ambulance 
was soon upon the scene and he wa» 
conveyed to St. Joseph's hospital. 
The injured man was tenderly carried 
into the operating room at the hos- 
pital and placed in the care of the 
sisters. Dr. Harriet 
Stemen, Dr. 


Porter and Dr. McOflcar were at the 
hospital and as aoofi as they saw the 
mangled form they expressed 
the

Graves,

Graves' 


wife started to her husband's res- 
cue, 
carrying a rifle, when two men, 


said to be relatives of Melcher, at- 
tempted to take the gun from her. 
Graves ran to her, got the gun and 
shot and killed one of the unknown 
men and mortally wounded Melcher. 
Graves is in custody.

Renault said this was true, but he 


has greatly moved me and which I 
wish to recall, for I wish to sny to 
whom I owe the fact that I have 
done my duty nnd to whom I owe 
having done it for five years after 
my condemnation. I had determined 
to kill myself. I had made up my 
mind to not undergo the frightful 
torture of a soldier from whom they 
wished to tear the insignia of honor. 
Well, then, let me say this: 


"That if I went to that torture. I 


ran say here innt it was, thanks to 
Madame Dreyfus, who showed me 
my duty and told DIP that if I was 
innocent I ought to go for the sake 
of her nnd our children. 
If I am 


here, it Is for her I owe it, my col- 
onel." 


Here Major ForzJnetti said:

been constructed, nnd along this th« 
material is wheeled to the workmen 
after being: brought up in the ele-- 
vntor.

LeGrnw hnd emptied his wheelbar- 


row nnd wns returning along th« 
Bcnffold, when he In some manner 
made a misstep or lost his balaric* 
nnd plunged over the side to the floor • 
below. 
With him fell the 
heavy 


wheelbarrow nnd It struck the pros- 
trate man, Inflicting injuries perhaps 
more severe than those from the fall 
itself. 
Only a series of low moans 


escaped the injured man as his ter- 
rified fellow workmen rushed to hl« 
assistance. A stretcher was hastily 
improv;sed nnd he wns taken down 
the elevator to the s^round floor and 
carried outside the building. It wns 
evident that he was fearfully 
in- 


juried nnd a hurried call was sent foe 
the ambulance nnd physicians, while 
those around him sought to offer suet* 
temporary help as was possible. 


The fall had rendered him uncon- 


scious and blood was flowing from 
wounds in the head. The ambulance 
wns soon upon the scene and he .wW 
conveyed to St. Joseph's hospital. 
The injured man was tenderly carried 
into the operating room at the hos- 
pital nnd placed In the care of th« 
sisters. Dr, Harriet 
Stemen, Dr. 


Porter and Dr. Mcbscar were at the 
hospital and as soon as they saw the 
mangled^ form they expressed" th« 
opinion that he was near to death; 
A hasty examination was made and 
it was found that his skull was frac- 
tured just above the right ear. His 
body was bruised In many pliufe* 
and the breast was crushed in such 
a manner as to cause internal hem- 
orrhages. His eyes were- set when 
he was carried Into .the hospital and 
in a few minutes the man's soul had 
taken its flight to the 
unknown 


world. Relatives of the young man 
were advised of his dangerous- condi- 
tion, but he was dead .before they 
could come to his side.
